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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1,3-5, 30 and 32-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Nova et al. (USP 5,741,462). 

Nova et al. teach a solid support used for combinatorial chemistry where the 
analyte of interest is bound and identified using convention tags or labels (see column 1 
lines 30+ and column 8 lines 31-52). This has been read on the claimed "substrate ... 
for supporting at least one complement ... signal generating means for detecting a 
detectable signal at locations Column 4 lines 52-61 teach the solid support can be 
made of glasses which is identical to the presently claimed supporting material. Column 
5 lines 14-22 teach coating the support with a protective polymer. Column 17 lines 11- 
23 teach the claimed methyl acrylate copolymer. 

The 1/27/10 amendments have added the limitations that the protective coating 
is covering the complement fixed on the sample contact surface and the protective 
coating is impervious to at least one gas. Nova et al. teach in columns 29-30 lines 57- 
13 respectively, the sample (corresponding to the claimed "substance"), the antibody- 
matrix with memory (corresponding to the claimed "signal generator") and conjugated 
monoclonal antibodies (corresponding to the claimed "complement") are added to a seal 
test tube (corresponding to the claimed "protective coating"). The sample will be bound 
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to the antibody-matrix and sealed within the test tube which is indistinguishable from the 
instant claims. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1/27/10 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Applicant traverses the 35 USC 102(b) rejections over Nova et al. Applicant 
states Nova et al. teaches providing a protective coating over the signal generating 
means, but fails to provide the coating over the complement fixed on a substrate and 
any corresponding substance bound thereto. 

3. The instant claim language is sufficiently broad to have been properly read on 
Nova et al. Specifically, there are no details as to the permeability of the coating or how 
the coating is applied. The Office maintains Nova et al. teach in columns 29-30 above, 
all of the claimed elements in a sealed test tube which has been properly read on the 
claimed "protective coating". 

4. Conclusion

are drawn to the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been 
finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had 
been entered in the earlier application.
